WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Bond elections in Texas 
must be open to all voters 
and not just those who have 
listed taxable property. 
The 
Supreme 
Court 
followed a line of past 
decisions Monday and ruled 
a Texas provision limiting 
voting on bond elections to 
persons who list taxable 
property with the govern­ 
ment is unconstitutional. 
With 
three 
justices 
dissenting, Justice 'Hiurgood 
Marshall upheld a lower 
court decision which struck 
down a portion of the Texas 
constitution and both the 
state and Fort Worth elec­ 
tion laws “insofar as they 
condition the right to vote in 
bond elections on citizens’ 
rendering property for taxa­ 
tion.” 
Marshall said without a 
“compelling interest” by the 
state, no restrictions can be 
placed on voting except resi­ 
dence, age and citizenship. 
Since 1969 the court has 
consistently struck down 
laws requiring property 
ownership for voting.

But now the lawmakers 
begin to notice little flaws 
and blemishes that weren’t 
apparent before. The veto 
has corroded their han­ 
diwork to the point where re­ 
passage in its present form 
is out of the question. 
Vast amounts of time and 
effort are thereby wasted. 
Which is what makes a 
bonded veto-proofing service 
so valuable. 
“What are you working on 
now?” I asked when I espied 
a 
team 
of Acme field 
workers at the Capitol this 
week. 
“We’ve been called in to 
vetoproof the strip mining 
bill,” the foreman replied. 
“ Last year’s bill came back 


from the White House so 
badly tarnished it couldn’t 
be salvaged. 
“Rather than try to spot 
treat it and run it through 
again, Congress decided to 
make a fresh start.” 
I said, 
“What sort of 
process do you use?” 
“On a piece of legislation 
as important as the strip 
mining bill we recommend 
the deluxe, heavy-duty job 
that protects against vetoing 
even in the stormiest elec­ 
tion years. Basically, it is a 
two-step process. 
“ The 
first 
step 
is 
preventive. We spray the bill 
with repellants to keep veto 
messages from collecting on 
the enacting clause. 
“The second step is to 


undercoat the bill with 
inhibitors that enable it to 
withstand any vetoes that 
are 
immune 
to 
the 
repellants.” 
I said, “Is your work 
guaranteed?” 
“We guarantee that if a 
bill does become veto- 
infested during that period it 
will zip back through both 
houses of Congress with 
enough votes to neutralize 
the veto.”

Morris’ life, although he

autobiography. He feels that 
an autobiography should 
more 
properly 
be 
un­ 
dertaken at a later stage of a 
man’s life when he can 
survey the whole span of his 
career and weave from the 
pattern of passed events his 
own interpretation of life’s 
content. 
In the book, however; Dr. 
Morris does weave into his 
story, parts of his life as it 
concerns 
his 
own 
in­ 
volvement with the subject, 
but it is written on a limited 
objective. 
Written in 1955 
He was 40 years old when 
he first wrote the book in 
1955 and this new edition is 
the 10th printing, with a new 
chapter added, covering an 
update 
on 
Robert 
M cNamara 
and 
Henry 
Kissinger. 
In the preface, Dr. Morris 
relates that the trajectory of 


the trends of which he wrote 
almost 20 years ago is un­ 
changed, 
with 
events 
roaring on to what a cynical 
person m ight call their 
“ ordained end,” and he 
contends 
that 
in 
some 
respects the momentum has 
increased. 
Robert Morris’ 17 years as 
a Naval Intelligence officer 
and counsel to three dif­ 
ferent United States Senate 
com m ittees give him a 
perspective on the issue of 
internal security which is 
now being reassessed 
in 
Washington. 
Nuclear Decline 
In the latest release, Dr. 
Morris gives his evaluations 
and conclusions about our

A m erica’s 
security system, Communist

Honor,” he writes, with our 
very civilization hanging in 
the balance. 
Whether those reading the 
book agree or disagree with 
Dr. Morris and his sum­ 
mation of years spent in 
public service, the book is 
sure to create a stir of in­ 
terest 
and 
cause some 
readers to follow the subject 
further for answers to their 
questions. 
Walker Mentioned 
In his book, Dr. Morris 
briefly 
touches 
on 
his 
defense of General Walker 
and the response that he 
received from strangers and 
friends alike. And he states 
at one point in the book, 
criticism of him has been 
strong at times, but he still 
feels at this date, some 20 
years after first writing the 
book, that “circumstances 
are still the same and that 
the nation is not awake to the 
lateness of the hour, nor to 
the proximity of the peril.” 
The book can be obtained 
through the University of 
Plano Press.

For example, the allot­ 
m ent for a 
four-person 
household will be increased 
from $154 to $162 a month, 
and the maximum income 
eligibility level from $513 to 
$540 per month. 
The Food Stamp Act, as 
amended by the Agriculture 
and Consumer 
Protection 
Act of 1973, directs that 
coupon allotments be ad­ 
justed 
sem iannually 
to 
reflect changes in 
food 
prices as published by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
Maximum income eligibility 
standards a re based on 
allotments and are therefore 
adjusted at the same time. 


Allotment adjustments are 
based on the cost of USDA’s 
Economy Food Plan as it is 
computed from Bureau of 
Labor Statistics food prices. 
Adjustments are made each 
July based on the cost of the 
Economy Food Plan in the 
preceding February, and in 
January based on the cost of 
that plan in the preceding 
August. 
The cost of the Economy 
Food Plan for Feb. 1975 was 
$162 for a family of four with
